The public, It is pointed out, must 
be made to realize that they must 
help to win the war. The "first vic- 
tories" will be won In America, and 
will depend on the way in which those 
who stay at home rooelTe, welcome 
and hearten, the men who are ready 
to bleed and' die that democracy may 
live. The work (or the soldiers and 
sailors In the communities outside the 
camps, should not be confused with 
what is being done (or their enter- 
tainment and recreation by the Y. M 
C. A., the KnighU of Columbus, the Y. 
M. H. A., and In other ways during 
their leisure hours in camp. 

Mr. Willys summarises the big pur- 
pose of the War Camp Community 
Recreation Fund when he says: 

"The spirit of the new American 
army Is to be be made In the next 
few months. Mere numbers do not 
make an army; millions of soldiers 
who lack the flghtlng aplrit can re- 
treat without a struggle. The Ameri- 
can boys must know that the finest 
ideals of clvllitation are In their 
hands; that the folks at home are 
living and fighting In their hearts. 

Imagine your boys at a training 
camp," be says. "Where shall he go 
and what shall he do when off duty? 
The oltiee, Ug and Uttle, adjacent to 
the camps will do their beet; but 
without the aid of a national fund It 
will be Impossible to supply the 
equipment and the trained personal 
sp.rvice necessary to make a recrea- 
tion system a thorough success. 

"It la planned to furnish enlisted 
men hospitality in local social circles, 
to promote wholesome amusement in 
public places, to supply buildings, 
swimming pools, etc., and to prevent 
the exploitation of the boys by com- 
mercialized attractions of an undesir- 
able sort." 

President Wilson, in a letter which 
Mr. Willys enclosed with each of his 
communications, says o( the com- 
munity service: 

"The spirit with which our soldiers 
leave America, and their efficiency on 
the battle fronts of Kurope. will be 
vitally affected by the character of 
the environment surrounding our 
military training camps." 

Commenting on the acceptance by 
Mr. Willys of the national chalnun- 
ship of the War Camp Community 
Recreation Fund, Prendent Wilson 
said: 

"Mr. FDsdIck tells me that you have 
agreed to accept the chairmanship of 
tbe War Camp Community Recreation 
Fund, and I am writing to exipress my 
appreciation of your willingness to 
serve, as well as my hopes that the 
work of you and your colleagues will 
meet with every success." 

"Three Dollars for Each Soldier 
and Sailor" is the amount required to 
carry on the work for the next year. 
This money will be used In a hun- 
dred ways, such as building and main- 
taining clubs for the men, arranging 
dramatic, movinf pieture, musical and 
numerous other forms of entertain- 
ment In auditoriums, elnba, schools, 
churches and private homes; in short, 
to see to It that the community around 
the ramp Is as "near like home" to 
the men as possible.

The "silver tliiinlilc" idfii wcms in he HprnidiiiK to America. 
We bear of organizatioiw here and lln i c urging women to give iij) old 
ailver utensils or jewelry as contributions to war relief funds. 

It's an idea imiiortcd I'roin Bngland. An iipiieal of this sort 
was made tlierc last year. Thimbles were asited for partiuiiliirly, be- 
canse almost every EngUish woman, no matter how poor she nmy be, 
has a silver Ihiinbii'. Hundreds of thousands of women, partienlarly 
of the middle and lower elasses, brought their thimbles, their worn 
'silver spoons, their old silver cuff links and bracelets and other treas- 
ures, and tossetl them into tlie meltiiitr pot. 

The originators of tiie plan professed gnat satisfaction oyer tlie 
results. In one year, from the proceeds of this saerillce. they liou},'iit> 
seven* automobile ambulances and live motor hospital boats and con- 
tributed to various relief funds for ilisabled soldiers. Thet silver 
thimble fund alone amounted to $75,<H)0. 

So far MS the figures are concerned, iiowever, no sensible Amer- 
ican need be greatly impressed by these results. In fact, to any man 
or woman of genuine business instincts, the procednre looks rather 

■uy. 

If women want to melt up treasured trinkets and heirlooms for 
the sake of scntinu'nt — if they want to k'^c tilings that they love so 
that they may fc(>l they arc making a real sacrifice — that is fine. But 
it is certainly not justiliable on the score of business eflScieney. 

No thimble or spoon or bracelet, even at the present price of sil- 
ver, is worth half so much when turned into bullion. Melting up 
such articles is sheer economic waste. In all such enterprises if 
real effectiveness is wanted, the people concerned had far better 
give real money. They can better afford to do it, and the proceeds 
will go much farther. 

THE THRIFT OULT 

Prom the various war-economy propaganda n regular tliril't 
litany mifrht be envolvcd. We "re ur>;e(l to save sugar, beeausc France 
needs it; t(» save wheat, because all oui' allies need it, to save meats, 
especially beef and pork; to cut down on fats and iiasoline and tires 
and lubricants; to eeonomi/e on fuel and wool and butter and milk: 
to eat corn and oats and rye and [)otatoes and turnips; to put up 
fruits and vegetables for winter use; to have our old shoes mended 
and our old clothes sent to the dry-cleaner, and buy garments made 
for warmth and comfort rather tiian style; to avoid eVi>ry sort of 
conspicuous waste. 

It becomec ainioyiiif; at times. The perpetual reminder to be 
careful, to be etiicient, to conserve, gets on the nerves of people ac- 
customed to unthinkiiif: expenditure and consumption. But it s good 
for us. It's slowly driving into the national consciousness the basic 
need of thrift at this time of world-wide deprivation. 

It's teachin<; us, too, that we can save without suli'ering, if wo use 
our brains al)(uit it. And it's leading, let us hope, to the formation 
of a national habit of thrift. If that habit becomes lixed here, as it 
has long been in France, we can save the total expense of this great 
and costly wai- in a few years, ami do it without depriving ourselves 
of anythint,' really essential for onr health and efficiency.
